Local Children Write Pen Pals
Two classes at Torrance Ele­ 

mentary School are getting 
first-hand Information about 
how America's northern neigh­ 
bor, Canada, lives from gome 
"pen pals" their own age In 
that country.

Children in Mrs. Fern 
Springer's first grade and 
James Clemenger's fourth 
grade are exchanging letters 
and drawings with children of 
their own age at Simon Fraser 
School in Vancouver, Wash. 
One of the classes Is that of 
Miss Mary Barrett, exchange 
teacher In Canada from Wal- 
teria School. The Torrance 
woman also arranged for an­ 
other Canadian fourth grade 
class to exchange letters with 
Clemenger's class.

"My name iff Annie. I am in 
the second grade. I am six 
years old. Our class is reading

Spick and Spari. We have a 
saterpillar In our roqm," one 
of the letters from Canada in­ 
forms the Torrance youngsters. 

Classes Exchange
It Is just such bits of Infor­ 

mation that the two classes are 
exchanging with the Canadian 
children. Other letters de­ 
scribe the AmeVican and Cana­ 
dian flags, and the children 
drew pictures of the flags. Oth­ 
er subjects covered in the let­ 
ters ranged from the games 
they played to what the sol­ 
diers in the two countries wear.

Both Mrs. Springer and 
Clemenger report that the ex­ 
change of letters has not only 
improved their students' letter- 
writing (several of Clemenger's 
students won prizes in the All- 
America City contest), but has 
stimulated the children's inter­ 
est in Canada.

The youngsters eagerly 
await the latest reports from 
Canada, which to adults, sound 
like any child's letter, but 
which are quite interesting to 
the children.

Letters from the Simon Fra­ 
ser School indicate that it Is 
located In a poorer section of 
town. Miss Barrett said that 
the school is often warmer 
than the youngster's home, 
many of which are unheated. 
During the winter, many of the 
children there have colds.

For this reason, Mrs, Spring­ 
er's class sent boxes of clean- 
Ing tissue to each child for 
Christmas, together with hand­ 
kerchiefs that each youngster 
had hemmed, and a package of 
chewing gum.

Mlas Barrett Named
The idea started when Miss 

Barrett was named an ex­

change teacher last year. She 
and Mrs. Springer had shared 
a classroom, due to double ses­ 
sions at Walteria School and 
became good friends. They de­ 
cided that it might be Interest­ 
ing for the Torrance and Cana­ 
dian children to trade ideas. 
Mrs. Springer pronounced the 
idea a success.

"Orlinarily. first graders 
don't study foreign countries, 
but this has made it lots of fun 
for them. They keep all the 
letters and pictures in a scrap- 
book and are eager to get 
more," she said. Clemenger 
also reported that his classes 
enjoy learning more about 
America's northern neighbor. 
He has a bulletin board display 
of the work in his room.
